If  A  Hymn  may  be  sung. 
If  The  Minister  shall  say: 

IN  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.      Amen. 

Beloved  in  the  Lord!  Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true 
heart,  and  confess  our  sins  unto  God  our  Father,  beseech- 
ing Him,  in  the  Name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  grant 
us  forgiveness. 

Almighty  God,  our  Maker  and  Redeemer,  we  poor  sin- 
ners confess  unto  Thee,  that  we  are  by  nature  sinful  and 
unclean,  and  that  we  have  sinned  against  Thee  by  thought, 
word,  and  deed.  Wherefore  we  flee  for  refuge  to  Thine 
infinite  mercy,  seeking  and  imploring  Thy  grace,  for  the 
sake  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

And,  behold,  there 
was  a  great  earthquake:  for  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  descended  from 
heaven,  and  came  and  rolled  back 
the  stone  from  the  door,  and  sat 
upon  it.  His  countenance  was 
like  lightning,  and  his  raiment 
white  as  snow:  and  for  fear  of 
him  the  keepers  did  shake,  and  be- 
came as  dead  men.  And  the  angel 
answered  and  said  unto  the  women, 
Fear  not  ye:  for  I  know  that  ye 
seek  Jesus,  which  was  crucified.

And  they  departed  quickly 
from  the  sepulchre  with  fear  and 
great  joy;  and  did  run  to  bring  his 
disciples  word. 

John  3:16-21. 

FOR  God  so  loved  the  world, 
that  he  gave  his  only  begotten 
Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in 
him  should  not  perish,  but  have 
everlasting  life.  For  God  sent 
not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  con- 
demn the  world;  but  that  the  world 
through  him  might  be  saved.

And  not  many 
days  after  the  younger  son  gath- 
ered all  together,  and  took  his  jour- 
ney into  a  far  country,  and  there 
wasted  his  substance  with  riotous 
living.  And  when  he  had  spent  all, 
there  arose  a  mighty  famine  in  that 
land;  and  he  began  to  be  in  want.

And  when  he  came  to 
himself,  he  said,  How  many  hired 
servants  of  my  father's  have  bread 
enough  and  to  spare,  and  I  perish 
with  hunger!  I  will  arise  and  go  to 
my  father,  and  will  say  unto  him, 
Father,  I  have  sinned  against  hea- 
ven, and  before  thee,  and  am  HO 
more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son: 
make  me  as  one  of  thy  hired  ser- 
vants. And  he  arose,  and  came  to 
his  father.  But  when  he  was  yet 
a  great  way  off,  his  father  saw  him, 
and  had  compassion,  and  ran,  and 
fell  on  his  neek,  and  kissed  him. 
And  the  son  said  unto  him,  Father, 
I  have  .sinned  against  heaven,  and 
in  thy  sijjht,  and  am  no  more  wor- 
thy tO  be  railed  thy  son.  Hut  the 
father  said  to  his  servants,  Bring 
forth  the  best  robe,  and  put  it  on 
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him;  and  put  a  ring  on  his  hand 
and  shoes  on  his  feet:  and  bring 
hither  the  fatted  calf,  and  kill  it; 
and  let  us  eat,  and  be  merry:  for 
this  my  son  was  dead,  and  is  alive 
again;  he  was  lost,  and  is  found. 

John  4:13-15,  20-24. 

JESUS  answered  and  said  unto 
her,  Whosoever  drinketh  of  this 
water  shall  thirst  again:  but  who- 
soever drinketh  of  the  water  that 
I  shall  give  him  shall  never  thirst; 
but  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him 
shall  be  in  him  a  well  of  water 
springing  up  into  everlasting  life. 
The  woman  saith  unto  him,  Sir, 
give  me  this  water,  that  I  thirst 
not,  neither  come  hither  to  draw. 
Our  fathers  worshipped  in  this 
mountain;  and  ye  say,  that  in 
Jerusalem  is  the  place  where  men 
ought  to  worship.  Jesus  saith  un- 
to her,  Woman,  believe  me,  the 
hour  cometh,  when  ye  shall  neither 
in  this  mountain,  nor  yet  at  Jeru- 
salem, worship  the  Father.  Ye 
worship  ye  know  not  what:  we 
know  what  we  worship :  for  salva- 
tion is  of  the  Jews.  .  But  the  hour 
cometh,  and  now  is,  when  the  true 
worshippers  shall  worship  the 
Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth:  for 
the  Father  seeketh  such  to  worship 
him.  God  is  a  Spirit:  and  they 
that  worship  him  must  worship 
him  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

Matt.  25:14-30. 

FOR  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  as 
a  man  travelling  into  a  far  coun- 
try, who  called  his  own  servants, 
and  delivered  unto  them  his  goods.

His  lord  said  unto 
him,  Well  done,  thou  good  and 
faithful  servant:  thou  hast  been 
faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will 
make  thee  ruler  over  many  things: 
enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy 
lord.  He  also  that  had  received 
two  talents  came  and  said,  Lord 
thou  deliveredst  unto  me  two 
talents:  behold,  I  have  gained  two 
other  talents  beside  them.  His 
lord  said  unto  him,  Well  done, 
good  and  faithful  servant;  thou 
hast  been  faithful  over  a  few 
things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over 
many  things:  enter  thou  into  the 
joy  of  thy  lord.  Then  he  which 
had  received  the  one  talent  came 
and  said,  Lord,  I  knew  thee  that 
thou  art  an  hard  man,  reaping 
where  thou  hast  not  sown,  and 
gathering  where  thou  hast  not 
strawed:  and  I  was  afraid,  and 
went  and  hid  thy  talent  in  the 
earth:  lo,  there  thou  hast  that  is 
thine.  His  lord  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  Thou  wicked  and  sloth- 
ful servant,  thou  knewest  that  1 
reap  where  I  sowed  not,  and  gather 
where  I  have  not  strawed:  thou 
oughtest  therefore  to  have  put  my 
money  to  the  exchangers,  and  then 
at  my  coming  I  should  have  received 
mine  own  with  usury.  Take  there- 
fore the  talent  from  him,  and  give 
it  unto  him  which  hath  ten  talents. 
For  unto  every  one  that  hath  shall
